passive, is apparently assured the 
central powers. 
Thus the way would 
be opened to a junction with the 
Turkish forces and to Constantino- 
ple. 
Serbia is to be assisted, in re- 
sisting Teutonic effort, by French and 
British troops, some of whom are 
already on Serbian soil.

drove the crew within the car and lock- 
ed them ill alter Koy Thompson, tha 
mutoriuan and reputed leader of tlie 
strike breakers, had been injured, ap- 
peared in the city court Thursuay inorn- 
inii, and through Attorney Kobert B. 
Dreibeibiss, waived arraignment and en- 
tered pleas of guilty to charges of riot- 
inij. 


Judge H. Wavelahd Kerr heard some 
testimony, questioned the young men 
and then stated that he would take the 
eases under 
advisement 
until 
Friday 
morning. 
He indicated that he might 
continue these cases tor thirty days and 
hold the young men under their bonds 
of $500 each during that period to in- 
sure their proper behavior. 


Chief of Police Charles Lenz detailed 
the circumstances of the riot, Septem- 
ber 29, near the Bowser Oil Tank Works, 
when he was called fropi his home, three 
blocks distant, and -found the car crew 
locked in and a crowd of.about three 
hundred persons gathered in the street. 
Detective Sergeant Peter Junk, who in- 
vestigated the aifair, related briefly the 
arrest of the men and of their confei- 
aions to him of the part they had tak- 
en in t he riotous affair. 


Haffner and Laible stated that they 
were married and the fathers of children 
and had never before been in any trou- 
ble. Wnlda is unmarried and had tieeti 
in trouble, oilce before, but had been 
cohductihg himMlf Weil froAi thftt tutte 


until he participated in tho strike riot. 
All three are employed in the Bowser 
works. 


It is not improbable that the three 
men may be haled before Judge A. B. 
Andersbn in the United States district 
court of Indiana on charges of contempt 
in having violated the orders of the iti- 
jimction he issued September 25 in rela- 
tion to the strike of Fort Wayne street 
railway men. .

SAYS WAR IS "HOT STUFF." 


Canadian Soldier, Back from Europe, 
Visits Hartford City. 


Hartford City, Ind., Oct. 7.—James 
Rabbit, who last summer fought with 
the Canadian contingency In France, has 
arrived in this city for a visit with his 
sister, Mrs. 
Joseph 
Flynn, and his 
daughter, Miss Dolores Rabbitt. RaKbitt 
is reticent on the war question and 
will not relate mifch about it. 
"Hot 
stuff," he saj's, when he is asked to 
describe twentieth century fighting. He 
went Avith a battalion of 1,200 men, of 
whom only 162 were left, when he de- 
]iarted from France. 
The killing of the 
Canadian troops was one of the trag- 
edies of the war, for they were placed 
in the hottest parts of several severe 
battles and consequently, lost heavily. 
Rabbitt was in several of the most se- 
vere battles and was wounded, during 
t^e month of June. A few days follow 
ing this he was honorably discharged. 
From Franco he went to England and 
took passage to America on the ill-fated 
Hesperian, which was sunk, supposedly 
bj' a submarine. 
He landed again in 
Ireland and later took voyage on another 
ship. 
He has been in Canada for the 
past several days and will spend some 
time in this city.

order to be recommended to the presi- 
dent for a commission, a physical and 
professional examination must first be 
passed. 


As the tenure of office is permanent 
and the public health officers are liable 
to duty in all parts of the world, they 
are required to certify that they believe 
themselves free from any ailment which 
would disqualify tliem for service in any 
climate. 
Boards will be convened at 
Washington, Boston, New York, Chicago, 
St. Louis, Louisville, New Orleans and 
San Francisco, but permission to take 
the examination must first be obtained 
from the surgeon general. 
The exam- 
ination is searching and includes, in ad- 
dition to the various branches of medi- 
cine, surgery and hygiene, the subjects of 
the preliminary education, history, lit- 
erature and the natural sciences. 


Commissions will be issued as assist- 
ant surgeon and, after four years of 
service, the young officers are entitled 
to examination for promotion to the 
grade of passed assistant surgeon, and 
after twelve years of service to another 
examination for promotion to the grade 
of surgeon. 
The annual salaries are: 
assistant surgeon, $2,000; passed assist- 
ant surgeon, $2.400; 
surgeon, .$3,000; 
senior surgeon, $3,500; assistant surgeon 
general, iM,000. 
\\Tieu the government 
does not 
provide quarters, commuta- 
tion at the rate of $30, .$40 and $50 a 
month, according to grade, is allowed. 
All grades receive longevity pay. that 
is, 10% .in addition to the regular salary 
for every five years, until the maximum 
of 40% is reached. When officers travel 
on official duties they arc reimbursed 
their actual traveling expen.^es.

The remarkable results attained by 
the wireless telephone show the great 
progress made in communication since 
the telephone was invented in 1875 by 
Alexander Graham Bell. 


The first successful results with wire- 
less were secured by Marconi in 1896, 
in England, when ho established com- 
munication over a distance of one and 
thiTc-quarter miles. 


Witli wireless telegraphy an assured 
success, the wireless 
telephone 
came 
upon tlie scene. 
It was used by the 
American battleships 
on their globe- 
cireling cruise in 190S. and since has 
been perfected so that 
conversations 
without the aid of intervening wires 
may be conducted on land and sea, leap- 
ing continents and oceans.

LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 


Ncavs from Washington is to the effect that the eengressional 
Union for Woman Suffrage will shortly begin a determined cam 
paign to "smoke out" the members of the Indiana delegation on the 
question of votes for women. We are told, also, that the statesmen 
will be pinned do^^m to definite yea-or-no expression that cannot be 
dodged or evaded: they simply must face the music. 
And since 
votes for women is becoming one of the very real questions in Amer- 
ican politics, why not? The people are as clearly entitled to know 
how their representatives stand on this issue as on any other. The 
line-up might as well be made now as later, for it is most assuredly 
coming before long. 


Legal authorities in the office of the state attorney general have, 
it is learned, determined upon a ruling that the Indiana election law 
as it applies to town of 5,000 inhabitants and under is invalid, that 
there can be no election of town offices this fall, and that present of- 
ficials will continue in office until the next legislature amends the 
statute and inserts a provision for calling elections. Through an 
oversight this was omitted from the statute. Official proinulgatiou 
of the opinion is expected within a few days. It will render utterly 
useless a lot of perfectly good nominations to town offices which aro 
now held by civic patriots in a gpod many Indiana twus. 


The proposal for proper recognition of Indiana's centennial in 
Fort Wayne next year was received with enthusiastic acclaim at the 
public meeting held Wednesday evening at the Commercial club, and 
within a few days the movement will take on definite shape. There 
is every reason to believe, also, that whatever is undertaken will be 
upon q. scale commensurate with the importance of the event which 
it will commemorate. Fort Wayne will not content herself with do« 
ing the thing in either a cheap or a half-hearted way. 


Indiana politics appear to becoming pretty thoroughly saturated 
with ox-roasts, burgoo feasts and other forms of gastronomic indulg- 
ence, all of them designed primarily to enthuse party spirit or to as- 
sist in inflating the booms of this candidate or that. Can it be that 
politics has gone to the church sociable to confirm the truth of the

This means much to the women of the 
state and it means a great deal to the 
general well-being of the commonwealtll. 
For, after all, the Legislative Coimcil of 
Indiana Women, in its inception and 
purpose, is working for tho well-being 
of the whole of Indiana.

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Tke Foit Wayne & Northern Indiana Tractioii Com- 
l^auy desires to state frankly to the people of Fort Wayne 
the exact facts which led up to the present stink§ qn the 
part of some of its employees BO that they may form an 
intelligent judgment in relation to the merits of the con- 
troversy and know whether or not there is any just cause 
for such strike. 


To prevent the possibility of any strikes or lockouts 
and in order that there should be no interruption in tiie 
street car service to the public, the Traction Company, on 
the 23rd day of July, 1915, entered into a contract with 
lis motormen and conductors to the effect that there 
should be no strikes or lockouts and that any and all 
grievances as to wages, hours or conditions of service 
should be submitted to the Public Service Commission of 
Indiana for arbitration. An exact copy of that agreement 
is herein set forth: 


THIS AGREEMENT, between the Fort Wayne & 
Northern Indiana Traction Company and its Trainmen, 
WITNESSETH: 


1. That if, at any time the trainmen, or any of them 
have any grievances of any kind or character, as to wages 
and conditions, they shall be presented to and taken up 
with the company, and if not satisfactorily adjusted 
within ten (10) days thereafter, shall be referred to the 
(Public Service Commission of the State of Indiana, for 
final decision. All membei^ of the Commission shall sit 
upon hearing and participate in decision. 


2. This agreement shall be signed by the under- 
fiigned trainmen of the Fort Wayne & Northern Indiana 
Traction Company and the proper officials of the Fort 
Waye & Northern Indiana Traction Company. 


3. Said Public Service Commission, if the matter be 
referred to them, shall take up and hear evidence of all 
parties interested on any grievances as to wages, hours 
and conditions of service, and render decision concerning 
same. Said decision in effect to relate back to the date of 
such reference to the Commission. 


4. This contract is made to avoid suspension of 
operation due to any labor controversies, and it is agreed 
that strikes, lockouts and interruption of operation of any 
cars of Fort Wayne & Northern Indiana Traction Com- 
pany shaU not occur. 


5. The above mentioned adjustments and arbitra- 
tions, if any, shall proceed only in the name of the com-» 
plaining employee, employees, or committee thereof. 


On September 11, 1915, H, C. Bohnke, a motorman, 
;was discharged, because: 


1st. He violated the rule of the company requiring 
all motormen to stop their cars on the near side of streets, 
and a special nile requiring motoinien when passing 
south under the sub-way on Calhoun Steet, to stop their 
cars at the near side of Grand Street. This special rule 
was made because of the especially dangerous condition 
fexistmg on account of the obstruction to view, and the 
many people and vehicles coming from the Wabash Depot 
and crossing Calhoun Street at that point. When remon- 
istrated with, he informed Mr. Beamer, the local superin- 
tendent, that in his opinion the south side of Grand Street 
.was the proper place to stop. 


2nd. He asked a road officer for pennission to leave 
his run in the middle thereof, at 6:30 P. M.. He was in- 
formed that it was not convenient to fill his place with 
another man, and to do so it would be necessary to call an- 
;other motorman who had worked during the day, from his 
period of rest. He wa^ asked if he was sick and he replied 
that he was not, but had business to attend to. 
When 
asked the nature of the business, he told the road officer 
that ''it was none of his B—n business.'' He then contin- 
ued and completed his run, when he again complained to 
the road officer who requested him to take the matter up 
with Mr. Beamer, the local superintendent, whereupon he 
replied that ''You and Mr. Beamer can all go to h—1." 
He was thereupon discharged for insubordination. He 
aftei-wards had a hearing of the matter before the gen- 
eral manager, superintendent of transportation and local 
superintendent and a committee of five employees of the 
company, to whom he admitted the facts above stated. 


On the 9th day of September, 1915, Conductor 0. 
Fields was discharged for failui^e to register fares. He 
was also subsequently given a hearing before the same 
committee, and while he denied the charge at the hearing, 
the other proof satisfied the officials of the company that 
the charge was true. 


On the 10th day of September, 1915, Conductor H. 
Snoke was discharged for carrying passengers without 
collecting fares, which is a violation, not only of the rules 
of the company, but the statute law of the-State, which 
makes it a penal offense for a public service company to 
^ve free service. He afterward admitted that he carried 
a woman free, but claimed it was his wife. He was asked 
apd agreed to furnish an affidavit from himself and wife 
that the passenger carried free was his wife, but he sub- 


sequently failed and refused to do so. He, too, had a hea > 
ing before the same committee, to whom he admitted, that 
he had cajried a p^senger free and he had agreed to fpr- 
nish the company with an affidavit that the person carried 
free was his wife and that he had refused to do so. 


Thèse discharged men and the committee represent- 
ing them, were informed by the general manager that the 
company, as soon as convenient to the men, stood ready 
to submit the question of the rightful or wrongful dis- 
charge of these men to the Public S8r\T-ce Commission of 
Indiana for arbitration in accordance with their contract, 
and to provide transportation for them to Indianapolis 
and retimi. This offer they refused to accept. 


The above were the only differences or grievances of 
any kind on the part of any of our employees presented 
to the Traction Company until September 25, 1915, when 
the Committee presented to the officials of the company a 
new contract for arbitration, to be executed between the 
company and the recently organized Union of employees, 
and demanded its execution, stating at the time that unless 
it was executed and delivered before one o'clock on the 
following Monday morning, there would be trouble and a 
strike. To this demand the company repHed that there 
was already an existing contract between the company 
and its employees which pro\'ided for the arbitration of all 
: grievances and differences between the company and its 
trainmen or any of them by the Public Service Commis- 
sion of Indiana, and the company declined to execute the 
contract so submitted by said Committee. 


The Traction Company therefore submits to the citi- 
zens of Fort Wayne that the agreement above set forth 
between it and its employees for arbitration by the Public 
Service Commission is an entirely fair and just one; that 
it was entered into for the protection of the public as well 
as the rights of both the employees and the company; 
that the Public Service Commission is a body constituted 
by the laws of the State of Indiana for the arbitration of 
grievances between employers and employees when an 
agreement exists to submit such matters to that body; 
that the members of that Commission were appointed by 
the Governor of the State long before any differences 
arose between this company and its employees; that the 
Commission consists of five men aj)pointed by the Gover- 
nor because of their high character and special fitness for 
the performance of their duties mider the law; and that 
they will be, as they are sworn to be, entirely free from 
any bias, prejudice, influence, intimidation or coercion of 
any kind and will act under their official oaths. To repu- 
date that Commission, and especially in advance of their 
action, is to repudiate the law of the State, and the con- 
tract made. 


This company therefore respectfully Submits to the 
cahn and just consideration of the good people of Fort 
Wayne : 


1st. That it is engaged in the lawful and commend- 
able business of fuinisliing transportation, light and 
power to the i^ublic under contracts with the State and 
City of Fort Wayne by which the charges for such service 
is fixed by law and by contract with the City. 


2nd. That it has brought to this city very large in- 
vestments of capital in the construction and up-building 
of its interurban and street railways and its electric light 
and power plants which have been one of the chief factors 
in the recent great development and growth of the city. 


3rd. That the company and its officials have been 
law-abiding and are now only asking tlie lawful right and 
privilege of operating in a lawful miuuier its large prop- 
erties in which millions of dollars have been invested. 


To prevent or deny these rights by intimidation, coer- 
cion, destruction of its property or violence to its em- 
ployees serving the public, as well as the company, is not 
only a legal wrong, but destructive of all government. 


This company therefore appeals to the sense of right 
and justice of the people of this city to uphold the com- 
pany in the exercise of its lawful rights and to patronize 
its oars.

To destroy the property of the company or deprive it 
of its legitimate revenues, necessarily deprives it of the 
ability to make extensions to its lines, to build a new in- 
texTirban station, new car bams and shops and other de- 
sirable improvements all of which have been in contem- 
plation and intended by the company when and as soon as 
the necessary capital could be secured therefor, but if the 
large investments already made by the company in this 
city are permitted to be destroyed, or if it is denied the 
right to operate its property, it will be impossible to se- 
cure capital in the future for such improvements, which 
cannot be made from the revenues of the company. Fur- 
thermore, it will also unquestionably prevent the estab- 
lishment of other industries in our city, a thing so much 
desired.

Unusual Interest Attached 
to Work of Series Gar- 
den Workers. 


New York, Oct. 7.—The outflelderg of 
the Red Sox and the Phillies are expected 
to play roles of unusual importance in the 
coming world's series between the Bos- 
ton Americans and the Philadelphia Na- 
tionals. 
No other department of the rival 
teams can show the collection of stars 
that will be found among the eight play- 
ers who are available for places in the 
outer 
gardens. 
Mention 
need 
onlj- be 
made of Trls Speaker and Harry Hooper 
for the Carrigan forces and Cactus Gav- 
vy Cravath. Pat Moran's home run slug- 
ger, in order to establish the high stand- 
ard of these two outfielders. 


As to which 
Is tlie strongest 
in all- 
round offensive and defensive play there 
is much argument but such advantage as 
may exist is generally conceded to 
the 
Red Sox. 
Each club has a regular 
field- 
ing trio and one utility player, the lineup 
being as follows: 
Boston—Hooper, right 
field; Speaker, 
center 
field; Lewis, left 
field, and Henriksen, utility fielder. Phil- 
adelphia—Cravath. 
right field; 
Paskert, 
center field; Whitted, left field and Beck- 
er, utility fielder. 


Eliminating the two utility fielders and 
considering the outfield as units, the un- 
official averages for the season show that 
Boston has a twenty point advantage in 
batting strength 
while 
the 
Philadelphia 
trio is five point.s stronger in fielding. The 
Red Sox combination is also shown to be 
faster on the paths .since it is credited 
with having stolen fift>-four bases to the 
Phillies' forty-three. 
In extra base hits 
the winners of the American league pen- 
nant 
outclasses 
the 
senior 
league 
flag 
bearers in ability to drive out two and 
three-base hits but fall behind the Phillies 
in home runs, due in great part to the 


terrific slugging of Cravath on his home 
grounds. 


Considered individually the outstanding 
strength of the Red Sox outfield is made 
more apparent. 
In right field Hooper will 
be opposed by Cravath and in the records 
tiie former has the advantage of stolen 
bases, sacrifice hits and fielding while the 
Phillies' 
player outshines 
the Red 
Sox 
fiekler as a batter. 
The fielding averages 
of the pair are: 
Hoopei\ .971; Cravath, 
.958, while the batting ability of the two 
fielders 
is indicated by Cravath's average 
of .277 as against 
Hooper's .242. 


At center Tris Speaker has the better 
of Dode Paskert in batting, 
fielding 
and 
base stealing. Speaker has hit .323 during 
tiie league 
season, 
scoring 
twenty-four 
two-baggers, twelve three-baggers, seven- 
teen 
sacrifice 
hits, 
twenty-eight 
stoleji 
bases and 106 I'uns in 530 times at b;it. 
Paskert in 290 times at bat scored seventy 
hits, forty-one runs, nine stolen 
bases, 
twenty-five sacrifice hits, fourteen 
dou- 
bles, three triples and a like number of 
home runs, giving him an average of .242. 
In fielding the difference is not so marked 
for Paskert fielded .970 to Speaker's .97.^. 


Speaker's ability cannot 
be 
expressed 
by figures for in his seeming 
divination 
of the course of fiy ball-i lies a source of 
much dependence by the Red Sox in their 
plans to check the powerful offense of the 
Phillies. 
His ability to sense the dropping 
place of a far hit ball and to be there 
when it falls is expected to reduce greatly 
the efficiency of tlie long driving bats of 
tile Phillies' slugger.s. 
Little, if any, be- 
hind Speaker in this respect is Hooper, 
whose saving catclies in the world's series 
of 1912 are still fresh in the memory of 
the fans. 


Lewis, in left field, possesses this same 
keeness and speed but he will not out- 
class Whitted. of the Moran brigade, by 
tiny mean.s. 
In fact the season's averages 
give the Philadelphia representative 
the 
better of Lewis in fielding by thirty-five 
points, while the 
batting advantage 
of 
the Red Sox player is but fourteen points. 
Ixswis poled 
out more extra base 
hits 
thiin Whitted but the latter was faster 
on the bases by a considerable 
margin, 
llie latter is also steadier in the HeUl. 
although lacking the ability to make the 
spectacular 
matches 
with 
which 
Lewis 
electrifies the fans from time to time.

The old emperor did not have a coro 
nation because lie was sacred from birth 
Init Yoshihito, who Avas the son of his 
fiither's favorite concubine, did not be- 
come a "direct descendant of heaven 
until his father's death made him em- 
])eror. Hence the coming elaborate cere 
.;iony to impress his people. 


It has been delayed two years, during 
v»hieh time Y'oshihito has sat on the 
ihrone. because the gods that 
guard 
liipan would have been greatly oflfended 
hud the coronation ceremony been held 
(iuTinji the year of mourning that fol- 
)\ved the death of old Mutshito. 
It was delayed still another j'ear be- 
cause of the ill health of Emperor Y''oshi- 
iiito, who has never been strong. 
Now, 
!u.\vc ver, Tokyo and Kyoto—in fact, the 
Mhole country are busy preparing for 
(he great event. 


Unly u favored few will see the ac- 
tual ceremony, but afterward in the 
Taka-inikura, or great throne pavilion, 
tlu- emperor will receive the envoys in 
a jiageant that will dazzle the eyes. 


He will be dressd in kimonos that are 
priceless and have been treasured for 
years. The outer robe is of yellow silk, 
but iis one looks closely it can be seen 
that the robe is covered with delicate

Tlie empress will occupy a smaller 
throne at the left of her lord and master. 
Slie will wear more than a dozen kimon- 
os—for that is U sign of a high-bom 
woman. Like the emperor her outer ki- 
mono will he of yellow silk and gold, 
but the under ones will be of green and 
purple. Her hair will be dressed in the 
ancient style with two long silk tas- 
sels hanL'intr from a priceless jewel piece 
on her forehead. 


The throne room in which they will re- 
ceive after the crowning ceremony is in 
the center of the shishin-den or great 
hall of the wonderful papace in Kyoto, 
the ancient capital.

AMiitcomb Riley's sixty-second birthday 
came today, and, jnst to make it ^more 
memorable than any that has preceded 
it, the entire state joined him in cele- 
brating it.

Indiana 
wished to pay 
him tribute 
while he 
would be fully able to take part in and 
enjoy it. 
In addition to the weight of 
years, jNlr. Riley has felt the burden of 
hi health, 
lie has reached that season 
Df his life "when the frost is on the 
piinkin' an' the fodder's in the shock," 
and the state of his birth and life-long 
residence felt that it didn't want to de- 
lay longer the complete and formal ex- 
pression of its love for him. 


Proclamation by Ralston, 
(iovornor Samuel ^I. Ralston issued a 
proclamation, asking every

in the state to set aside the day for 
the honoring of "Indiana's most beloved 
iitizcii."'

A Bit of Biography. 
James Wliitcomb Riley was born at 
Greenfield, Indiana. October 7, 1853, the 
son of Captain Reuben A. Riley and 
Elizabeth Riley. 
He first began con- 
tributions to Indiana papers in 1873. 
His 
dialect 
poems 
brought him 
his 
greatest fame. 
His first book appeared 
under the pen-name, "Benj. F. Johnson, 
of 
Boone." 
Among his 
best 
known 
poems are "Little Orphant Annie," "The 
Raggedy Man," "Leedle Dutch Babv," 
"Th' Old Swimmin' Hole," "An' Old 
Sweetheart o' Mine,"' and "How ..John 
Quit the Farm." 


And as he says himself, "T feel just 
like a boy again." 
Four years ago, his 
friends grew worried, for then his health 
failed at an alarming rate but he bore 
up bravely—that's been his philosophy 
through 
life—and 
no-w 
he's 
feeling 
stronger than for years. 
His right hand 
still is paralj'zed but this doesn't inter- 
fere with his getting out for a ride in 
the air every day—and so you see the 
sunset of Jim Riley's career still is far 
distant.

In Anderson, with his head full of 
rhymes, "Jim" Riley began turning out 
bits of whimsical verse. 
Then with the 
and of a friend an dadmirer. the editor 
of a Kokonio, Ind., newspaper, Riley put 
over his famous practical joke—-the pub- 
lication of a poem said to be a newly 
discovered posthumous poem by Edgar 
Allan Poe. 


Riley had written it in such perfect 
Poe style that "experts" the 
country 
over were fooled. 


Now he's living quietly 
in the old 
house at 5'28 Lockerbie street, Indianap- 
olis, Avhere he has lived for so many 
years and years.

France Makes a Mighty Ef- 
fort for Artilleiy and 
Ammunition. 


Paris, Sept. 25.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press) .—France's grow- 
ing effort to accumulate artillery and 
ammunition is shown in an analysis of 
war expenditures. 


The total for fourteen months shows 
over 
3 billion francs (?600,000,000) 
spent for cannon and ammunition at the 
the rate of 106 millions a month in 
1914, 225 millions a month during the 
first half of 1015 and 370 millions a 
month during the quarter sending Sep- 
tember 30th. 


The expenditure for artillery and am- 
munition are exceeded only by the item 
of food and forage which amounted to 4 
billions, 250 million francs. 
Next in 
order comes the clothmg and quartering 
of the troops, about 2 billions, 600 mil- 
lions and the pay of the troops, about 
2 billions. 


Vehicles, including automobiles, were 
bought to the amount of 223 million 
francs and n. billion and a half Avas paid 
for horses and mules. 


The sanitary 
department 
has cost 
647 millions to date, an average of 38 
millions a month during 1914 and 53 
millions a month in 1915. 


The total expenditure for distinctly 
military operations from Jiiily 31st, 1914 
to Sept. 30, 1915, is about 16 billion 
francs, making up 73 per cent, of the 
budget during that period. 


A billion and a half has been spent for 
the relief of soldiers' families and work- 
ers thrown out of employment, Avhile 190 
millions have been spent for the feed- 
ing and sheltering of refugees. 


The subscriptions to the national de- 
fense bonds and obligations haw fur- 
nished 66 per cent, of tlie funds for the 
total expenditures of 22 billions during 
the 14 months ending September 30, the 
established taxes have produced 16 per 
cent, and the remaining 18 per cent, has 
been advanced by the Bank of France.

VACCINATION SAVES HOGS. 


Decatur, Ind., Oct. 7.—That vaccina- 


tion is both a preventative and a cure 
for hog cholera has been demonstrated 
in Adams county recently. 
Since last 


April the disease had infected several 
herds of hogs north or Uecatur and sev- 
eral animals died as a result. Soon aft- 
er the arrival of County Agent Hutchins 
he began an investigation of the matter 
and visited the farms on which the dis- 
ease prevailed. Mr. Hutchins then pro- 
cured vaccine from the state laboratory 
at Purdue, and with the assistance of 
Dr. Connell and Dr. JIagley, a number of 
the animals were treated with the re- 
sult that on the farms where the experi- 
ment wag made no more animals have 
died and the disease has not spread.

That The People May Know 


The Fort Wayne & Northern Indiana Traction Com- 


paiiy desires to state frankly to the people of Fort Wayne 
the oxact facts which led up to the present strike on the 
part of some of its employees so that they may form an 
intelligent judgment in relation to the merits of the con- 
troversy and know whether or not there is any just cause 
for such strike. 


To prevent the possibility of any strikes or lockouts 


and in order that there should be no interruption in the 
street car service to the public, the Traction Company, on 
the 23rd day of July, 1915, entered into a contract with all 
its motormen and conductors to the effect that there 
should be no strikes or lockouts and that any and all 
grievances as to wages, hours or conditions of service 
should be submitted to the Public Service Commission of. 
Indiana for arbitration. An exact copy of that agreement 
is herein set forth: 
THIS AGREEMENT, between the Fort Wayne & 


Northern Indiana Traction Company and its Trainmen, 
WITNESSETH: 


1. That if, at any time the trainmen, or any of them 


Lave any grievances of any kind or character, as to wages 
mid conditions, they shall be presented to and taken up 
with the company, and if not satisfactorily 
adjusted 


within ten (10) days thereafter, shall be referred to the 
•Public Service Commission of the State of Indiana, for 
final decision. All members of the Commission shall sit 
upon hearing and participate in decision. 


2. This agreement shall be signed by the under- 


signed trainmen of the Fort Wayne & Northern Indiana 
Traction Company and the proper officials of the Fort 
Waye & Northern Indiana Traction Company. 


3. Said Public Service Commission, if the matter b« 


referred to them, shall take up and hear evidence oP all 
parties interested on any grieA-ances as to wages, hours 
and conditions of service, and render decision concerning 
same. Said decision in effect to relate back to the date of 
such reference to the Commission. 


4. This contract is made to avoid suspension of 


operation due to any labor controversies, and it is agreed 
that strikes, lockouts and interruption of operation of any 
cars of Fort Wayne & Northern Indiana Traction Com- 
pany shall not occur. 


5. The above mentioned adjustments and arbitra- 


tions, if any, shall proceed only in the name of the com- 
plaining employee, employees, or committee thereof. 


On" September 11, 1915, H. C. Bohnke, a motorman, 


jvas discharged, because: 


1st. He violated the rule of the company requiring 


all motonneu to stop their cars on the near side of streets, 
and a special rule requiring motormen when passing 
south under the sub-way on Calhoun Steet, to stop their 
cars at the near side of Grand Street. This special rule 
was made because of the especially dangerous condition 
existing on account of the obstruction to view, and the 
many people and vehicles coming from the Wabash Depot 
and crossing Calhoun Street at that point. When remon- 
strated with, he informed Mr. Beamcr, the local, superin- 
tendent, that in his opinion the south side of Grand Street 
was the proper place to stop. 


2nd. He asked a road officer for pel-mission to leave 


Ms run in the middle thereof, at 6:30 P. M.. He was in- 
formed that it was not convenient to fill his place with' 
another man, and to do so it would be necessary to call an- 
jother motorman who had worked during the day, from his 
period of rest. He was asked if he was sick and he replied 
that he was not, but had business to attend to. When 
asked the nature of the business, he told the road officer 
that "it was none of his D—n business." He then contin- 
ued and completed his run, when he again complained to 
the road officer who requested him to take the matter up 
with Mr. Beamer, the local superintendent, whereupon he 
replied that "You and Mr. Beamer can all go to h—1." 
"He was thereupon discharged for insubordination. He 
afterwards had a hearing of the matter before the gen- 
eral manager, superintendent of transportation and local 
superintendent and a committee of five employees of the 
company, to whom he admitted the facts above stated. 


On the 9th day of September, 1915, Conductor 0. 


Fields was discharged for failure to register fares. He 


' was also subsequently given a hearing before the same 


committee, and while he denied the charge at the hearing, 
the other proof satisfied the officials of the company that 
the charge was true. 


On the 10th day of September, 1915, Conductor H. 


Snoke was discharged for carrying passengers without 
collecting fares, which is a violation, not only of the rules 
of the company, but the statute law of the State, which 
makes it a penal offense for a public service company to 
give free service. He afterward admitted that he carried 
a woman free, but claimed it was his wife. He was asked 
and agreed to furnish an affidavit from himself and wife 
that the passenger carried free was his wife, but he sub- 


sequently failed and refused to do so. He, too, had a he;, :- 
ing before the same committee, to whom he admitted, that 
he had carried a passenger free and he had agreed to fur- 
nish the company with an affidavit that the person earned 
free was his wife and that he had refused to do so. 


These discharged men and the committee represent- 


ing them, were informed by the general manager that the 
company, as soon as convenient to the men, stood ready 
to submit the question of the rightful or wrongful dis- 
charge of these men to the Public Service Commission oE 
Indiana for arbitration in. accordance with their contract, 
and to provide transportation for them to Indianapolis 
and return. This offer they refused to accept. 


The, above were the. only differences or grievances of: 


any kind on the part of any of our employees presented 
to the Traction Company until September 25, 1915, when 
the Committee presented to the officials of the company a 
new contract for arbitration, to be executed between the- 
company and the. recently organized Union of employees, 
and demanded its execution, stating at the time that unless 
it Avas executed and delivered before one o'clock on the 
following Monday morning, there Avould be trouble and a 
strike. To this demand the company replied that there 
was already an existing contract bet.Ave.cn the company 
rind its employees which provided for the arbitration of all 
grievances and differences bct\vcen the company and its 
trainmen or any of them by the Public Service Commis- 
sion of Indiana, and the company declined to execute the 
contract so submitted by said Committee. 


The Traction Company therefore submits to the citi- 


zens of Fort Wayne that the agreement above set forth 
betAveeii it and its employees for arbitration by the Public, 
Service Commission is an entirely fair and just one; that 
it was entered into for the -protection of the public as Ave.H 
as the, rights of both the employees and the company: 
that the Public Service Commission is a body constituted 
by the laAvs of tin? State of Indiana for the arbitration of 
grievances between employers and employees when an 
agreement exists to submit such matters to that, body: 
that the members of thai Commission were appointed by 
the Governor of the State lone; before am- difference.* 
arose between this company and its employees; that the 
Commission consists of five men appointed by the Gover- 
nor because of their high character and- special fitnosp for 
the performance of their duties under the law: and that 
they Avill<bc, as they are sworn to be, entirely free from 
any bias, prejudice, influence, intimidation or coercion on 
any kind and Avill act under their official oaths. To repu- 
dato that Commission, and especially in advance of their 
action, is to repudiate the law of the State, and the con- 
tract made. 


This company therefore respectfully submits to the. 


calm and just consideration of the good people of Fort 
Wayne: 


'.1st, That it is engaged in the lawful and commend- 


able business of furnishing transportation, light and 
power to the public under contracts with the State and 
City of Fort Wayne by which the charges for such service 
is fixed- by law and by contract witli the City. 


2nd. That it has brought to this city very large in- 


vestments of capital in the construction and up-building 
of its interurban and street railways and its electric, light 
and power plants which have been one, of the chief factors 
in the recent great development and growth of the city. 


3rd. That the, company and its officials have, been 


law-abiding and are now only asking the lawful right and 
privilege of operating in a lawful manner its large prop- 
erties in which millions of dollars have been invested. 


To prevent or deny these rights by intimidation, coer- 


cion, destruction of its property or violence to its em- 
ployees serving the public, as well as the company, is not 
only a legal wrong, but destructive of all government. 


This compar^ therefore appeals to the sense of right 


and justice of the people of this city to uphold the com- 
pany in. the exercise of its lawful rights and to patronize 
its cars.

To destroy the property of the company or deprive it 


of its legitimate revenues, necessarily deprives it of the 
ability to make extensions to its lines, to build a new in- 
terurban station, ne\v car barns and shops and other de- 
sirable'improvements all of which have been in contem- 
plation and intended by the company when and as soon as 
the necessary capital could be secured therefor, but if the 
large investments already made by the company in this 
city are permitted to be destroyed, or if it is denied the 
right to operate its property, it will be impossible to se- 
cure capita] in the future for such improvements, which 
cannot be made from the revenues of the company. Fur- 
thermore, it will also unquestionably preA'ent the estab- 
lishment of other industries in our city, a thing so much' 
desired.

vy Cravath, Pat Moran's home run slug- 
ger, in order to establish the high stand- 
ard of these two outfielders. 


As to whieh Is the strongest in all- 


round offensive and defensive play there 
Is much argument but such advantage as 
may exist Is generally conceded to the 
Ked Sox. 
Each club has a regular flcld-

two years iigo. 


Anot lic'r funny thing about it is that 


there is no state reason for a coronation 
ceremony. .Wording to custom dating 
from the reign of the tirnt heaven-born 
mikado, Yushihito became emperor when 
hreath left his venerable father's, body. 


The old emperor did not have a coro- 


nation because he was sacred from birth, 
lint Yoshihito, who was the son of his 
father's favorite concubine, did not be- 
come a "direct descendant of heaven" 
until liis father's death made him em- 
peror. Hence the coining elaborate, cere- 
tnony to impress his people. 


It has been delayed two years, during 


which time Yoshihito has Hat on the 
throne, because the gods that guard 
•lapan would have been greatly offended 
bad the coronation ceremony been held 
linring the yea.r of mourning that fol- 
iuwed the death of old Mutshito. 


It was delayed still another rear he- 


'•ausc of the ill health of ]5mperor Yoshi- 
liito, who has never been strong. Now, 
however. Tokyo and Kyoto—in fact, the 
whole country are busy preparing for 
t he great event. 


Only a favored few will see the ac- 


t ual ceremony, hut afterward in the 
Taka-mikura, or great throne pavilion, 
t lie emperor will receive the envoys in 
a pageant that will dimle the ej'ea. 


lie will be dressd in kimonos that are 


priceless and have been treasured for 
years. The outer robe is of yellow silk, 
but as one looks closely it can be seen 
that the robe is covered with delicate 
•iiibroidury of flowers, worked in gold 
thread. 
The cap is black with a funny waving 
plume which really is a sacred em- 
blem and plays an important part in the 
shinto rites. 
In his hand the emperor 


holds a piece of wood called a shaka, 
which also figures in the shinto rites. On 
his feet are clogs of red and black lac- 
quer which have formed part of the cor- 
onation costume from th'b time when 


ipanese history 
merged 
into myth- 


ology. 


The empress will occupy a smaller 


throne nt the left of her lord and master. 
f-he will wear more than a down kinion- 
os---for tlsat is a sign of a high-born 
woman. Like the emperor her outer ki- 
mono will be of yellow silk and gold, 
but. the under ones will be of green and 
nnrple. Her hair will be dressed in the 
ancient style with two long silk tas- 
<els hamrim* from a priceless jewel piece 
on her forehead. 


The tlironc room in which they will re- 


ceive after the crowning ceremony is in 
the center of the shishin-den or great, 
hall of the wonderful papace in Kyoto, 
the ancient capital. 


Japan, in spite of the burden of war 


and debts, is hailing the expensive coro- 
nation ceremony with delight, for there 
has been no such event since ISliS, more 
than a dozen years 
after Commodore 


Perry had opened the doors of J&pan to 
the world. 


RETURN FROM CONVENTION WITH PLANS

The king rose, at the approach uf the

United States is a most important one.

turn to their families in Greece, buy : 
little 
farm or a shop in one of th< 


citie* and live in comfort .to the end o 


thi-ir day*, animig.their own people." 


"Bui a great many of those who re- 


turned lo America after a lirsl: trial and 
after they had served 
their country 


nohlv in "the Kalkau wars took their 
fan-i'lics with them on the second trip. 
For them it was no longer an experiment 
friui-'ht with risks and dangers of un- 
known adventure. 
They had been to 


•\mcrtca once. They hud learned where 
and how to live. They knew where to 
go and how to get there, even when en- 
cumbered with their families and their 
household goods. 
So when they sailed 


tor the west the second time it was with 
all their belongings, not so much in the 
spirit of 'the ancient Greeks going into 
the world in search of fortune anil ad- 
venture, as has been the habit of Greeks 
for thirty-five centuries, but rather as 
prospective Americans, almost all of 
them quitting their mother country for- 
ever. 
Not an Onmrxed Good. 


"And 
I cannot believe that this is.- or 


indeed that it has proved 101 unmixed 
good for Greece or (or the Greeks who 
have so left Greece. Greece is 1101 over- 
jiopulated. There is plenty of room here 
tor the population to spread out and 
(ievelup the land for ninny years- -for 
generations—without bciriL' in any wise 


crowded. 
Un the other hand, in going 


to America, the emigrant Greek rims 
u-rv considerable, risks over which lie 
himself, as a Greek, has little or no con- 
trol. 


-.lust the other day a trans-Atlantic 


Greek Uii'-r brought back to Greece more 
than a thousand ('.reeks who had em- 
harked in New York. This is happening 
constantly these days. Less than two 
years after a Greek has emigrated with 
all his family to establish himself in 
the United States, he comes back again 
with all his family to Greece. On ac- 
cc.unt of the war industrial conditions 
in the IJiitcd States would seem to be

to

Greece.
